The young man and a girl friend, also in her 


early 20's, were taken into custody late Wed- 
nesday by Sheriff Pevehouse, Deputy Sheriff 
Bryan "Dunagan and City Police Sgt. Melvin 
Byrd and Officer Victor Freeze after Fort Worth 
investigators furnished the sheriffs department 
information that the suspects in the murder case 
were in Corsicana Wednesday. 


"We had information that the Corsicana man 


was seen driving the car of the dead girl, a 1961 
Ford Fairlane with Oklahoma license, but I 
haven't found that car and it hasn't been found 
any where yet that I know of" Sheriff Pevehouse 
told The Daily Sun.

be that many industrial salesmen 
could put it all on the company 
expense account, including bills 
from fine restaurants and luxury 
hotels in some cases. 


But salesman and their com- 


panies, like almost eyeryone else, 
have been hit by the inflation of 
recent years. And the salesman 
may now find himself paying for 
his own dry cleaning bills and 
paying a monthly rental charge 
for personal use of the company 
car that used to be free.

1971, compared with 14 per cent 
in 1970. 


"One of the reason costs are up 


is that it is just more expensive to 
run a car and stay at a hotel than 
in the past," says Jim Morris, 
sales director for the chemicals 
and plastics division of Union 
Carbide. 


The most common method of 


putting the brake on sales costs, 
according to the McGraw-Hill- 
Sales Management survey, is to 
cut entertainment expenses. 


"Salesmen are flying coach 


rather than first class, and dinner 
and night club expenses have 
been cut anywhere from 10 to 50 
per cent," says Allen Cobb Jr., 
McGraw-Hill's 
director 
of 


research.

the number of employes in their 
sales force, and are pushing their 
salesmen to make more calls 
than before," he adds. 


In some cases, firms have re-

FORT PARKER - Unless a 


person's recreational interests 
lean toward snow skiing or horse 
racing, he can probably find 
something to fulfill his desires 
here at the southern tip of the 
Golden Circle. Teeming with 
historical markers, this area not 
only provides plenty of fuel for 
historical buffs, but there is also 
much available to those more 
interested in the present and how 
to enjoy it. 


There are two distinct areas of 


interest under the general title of 
Fort Parker. First there is Fort 
Parker State Park on Fort 
Parker Lake, just below Lake 
Mexia and the headwaters of the 
Navasota River. Secondly, there 
is the Fort Parker State Historic 
Site three miles south of the park 
on State Highway 14. 


The park has camping and 


picnic facilities, and the lake 
provides the setting for all water 
sports. When this reporter was in 
the park Monday, park attendant 
Frank Hodge reported that the 
park has been serving a steady 
number of persons all summer, a 
number which showed no large 
increase over the July 4 holiday 
weekend. 


The park's main camping area 


seemed full, though not crowded, 
and many of the campsites were 
deserted, indicating that the 
campers were on the lake. Their 
timing seemed accurate as one 
group from Houston had caught a 
70-80 pound catfish on their 
trotline Sunday. 


The park's other camping area 


is between the lake and the Old 
Springfield Cemetery, all that 
remains 
of 
the 
town 
of 


Springfield which served as the 
Limestone County seat from 1846- 
78. Springfield was a wild town 
while it lasted. The first settlers 
were driven off by Indians in 
1838, and one of the tombstones 
lists a man as "slain in 1854 
violence for his gold." 


Historical or not, it still seems 


that sleeping overnight at this 
site, so near to where so many 
have been sleeping for so long, 
requires a hardy kind of camper. 


Where the historical aspects in 


the park are subordinated to the 
recreational, the site is all 
business. No frills or diversions 
exist to divert one's attention 
from the location of one of the 
more dramatic incidents in' 
Texas history. 


It was at Fort Parker (named 


for the family leaders of the firts 
group of Predestination Baptists 
to enter Texas) on May 19, 1836, 


that nine year old Cynthia Ann 
Parker was kidnaped during a 
Commanche raid and taken to 
live with the Indians, where she 
stayed for 24 years. As wife of 
chief Peta Nacona she gave birth 
to the Commanche's last great 
warrior chief, Quanah Parker. 
She was captured in 1860 by Sul 
Ross' Rangers at the Battle of 
Pease River and "returned to her 
own people," where she died four 
years later at the age of 39. 


The fort now standing at the 


original site of Fort Parker is a 
restoration completed in 1966. 
The fort, constructed out of cedar 
logs, contains six cabins and two 
blockhouses, one of which serves 
also as the park office. 


The cabins have that distinct 


aroma of fresh wood, and one of 
the dwellings is furnished as most 
early cabins were, with bunked 
beds made into the walls, an open 
fire place with clay chimney and 
a rough hewn table and chairs. 
One other cabin is completely 
vacant while two serve as rest 
rooms. One serves as a storage 
house for maintenance equip- 
ment, and the other houses

The blockhouse at the opposite 


end from the park office is open. 
and one can climb into the top for 
a view that commands not only 
the entire area of the fort, but 
also the trees and fields on the 
outside. Looking out through the 
gun portals it takes very little 
imagination to see the Indians 
charging the fort. 
Returning to the present by 


descending the stairs of the 
blockhouse, one cannot help but 
wonder where all the litter and 
debris of the modern man is. In 
talking with Park Attendant J.J. 
Colson it becomes apparent that 
the area is not void of litter — and 
thievery — but that the Parks and 
Wildlife Department makes a 
weekly to semi-weekly cleaning 
of the fort site. This cleaning 
often includes replacing wooden 
pegs in the fort's main gate which 
seem to hold a certain attraction 


for tourists. 


Colson said, too, the fort sees a 


steady flow of traffic, from 
people as far away as France. He 
added, though, many people from 
the immediate area have not 
even seen the area or know what 
to expect when they arrive. 


About 45 minutes from Cor- 


sicana, Fort Parker and the Fort 
Parker State Park are, in- 
dividually, well worth the trip. 
Together, they are a veritable 
gold mine.

DAWSON — The city council 


here voted Wednesday night to 
approve a 9.8 per cent rate in- 
crease request from Lone Star 
Gas. This increase, according to 
Lone Star officials, will represent 
an average increase to Dawson 
customers of 53 cents per month. 


The councilmen's main con- 


cern was with the discrepancy 
between the gas company's 
assessed evaluation of its 
property and the taxable value of 
the property. It claims $93,000 for 
the property value in setting its 
rate and $13,000 when asked by 
the city for its worth concerning 
tax matters. 
R.H. 
Frazier 
and M.J. 


Kuykendall of Lone Star took 
turns explaining that most of the 
difference in the two figures is 
because most of the property in 
the $93,000 figure consists in non- 
taxable securities. Frazier added 
it has been upheld by the 
Supreme Court that "unless a 
utility is earning what it is 
allowed to earn by law, it is not 
obligated to pay the full per- 
centage of taxes." State laws 
permit Lone Star a maximum 8 
per cent profit, and Frazier said 
the proposed increase here will 
bring the company closer to that 
figure. 


After the rate increase was 


passed, Mayor Don Raley asked 
Frazier to send his company's 
tax consultant to straighten out 
the discrepancy in the company's 
two property figures. Raly also 
asked Frazier for a copy of the 
franchise granted to Lone Star 
allowing it to do business in 
Dawson. 


In other actions, the Council 


voted unanimously to pay half of 
the costs for gravelling a street 
that an individual resident had 
planned to gravel entirely at his 


own 
expense. 
Councilman 


Leonard Tanner, speaking on the 
prospect of other citizens wanting 
a similar arrangement, summed 
up the council's feelings when he 


said the city should "spend what 
we're able and then wait for 
more money" to continue the 
project. 


Mayor Raley, in asking the 


council to help defray the ex- 
penses for the street work, said 
this kind of iniative should be 
encouraged among the citizenry. 


The mayor told councilmen he 


had been approached by a road 
builder who asked to use un- 
treated water from the old city 
lake to use on his road. The 
council agreed to permit him to 
use the water at the rate of 50 
cents per load. 


Dawson has spent over $800 on 


street work; and, in recognition 
for extra work during the 
gravelling of the streets, the 
council voted to pay James Lewis 
a $5 bonus. 


The Council also appointed 


Councilman Tanner to head work 
investigating the possibility of 
establishing a flea market in 
Dawson. The mayor told the 
Council the City had the property, 
and Tanner replied that it "might 
be well to try it" for a few months 
to determine the feasibility. 
Councilman Bryant Merrell said 
he favored "anything good for the 
town." 


Mayor Raley also told the 


council that the constant increase 
in federal requirements for such 
matters as sewage and water 
treatment was creating a labor 
shortage problem among city 
workers. The council voted to 
allow City Secretary Mrs. Ber- 
niece Raley to hire such extra 
help as she needs to conduct city 
business.
